Students at Paul Kane had been unhappy over the past few weeks over the fact that 
four popular teachers were going to be leaving. Mr. Walker, Mrs, D, Helmers, and 
Mr, Fairburn and Mrs, Lien, They discovered Mrs, Lien was leaving for personal 
reasons but felt the other three had been fired by the School Board, Talking it over 
in groups here and there many felt they would like to do something about it, 


There was no highly org- 
anized move to organize a 
big protest. However, the 
word got around that a walk 
out would go Wednesday 
morning; ‘A few students 
were posted at the entrance 
doors to let everyone know 
and the kids themselves 
were actually surprised 
when an estimated 80% or 
more joined in a march to 
the Separate School Board 
offices on Winston Churchill 
Avenue, shortly after 9 a.m, 

They wanted an explana- 
tion why the three teachers 
had been fired and asked 
the superintendent J, W, 
Chalmers to give them the 
reasons, Mr, Chalmers 
agreed to speak to a small 
group selected by the stu- 
dents, Mr, Chalmers in- 
formed this group of seven 
that Mr, Walker had been 
asked to leave, He also said 
he felt that Mr. Fairburn 
and Mrs, Helmers had been 
pressured by the board to 
resign. The seven students 
chosen to talkto Mr, Chalm- 
ers were: Fergie Evans, 
Marg, Laird, Jeff Arms- 
trong, Chris Soder, Sid Ale.
